As the trade dollars are nov/ just 
as raluabl* as the standard dollar 
for all the purposes of trade, busi- 
ness men will receive them of course 
as will banks and other financial 
institutions ; but banks and finan 
dal institutions will send them to 
the Treasury for redemption and 
not pay them out again. 

In short, the trade dollar is now 
the legal repiesentative of a stand- 
ard silver dollar, and will continue 
to be so until the 4th day of B6p 
tember next. It will, therefore, 
command the value of a dollar in 
all the channels of trade during 
that ])eriod, after which it will be 
only silver bullion, worth a little 
over eighty cents. The act of Con- 
gress providing for the redemption 
of the trade t'oUars, became .i law 
at the close of the last Congress 
without the signature of the Presi- 
dent Under its provisions all trade 
dollars not stamped or defaced, 
will be redeemed by the Treasurer 
of the United States at Washington, 
or by any Assistant Treasurer of the 
United StateS) dollar for dollar, in 
the legal tender dilver dollar of the 
country, at any time within sit 
months from the passage of the act, 
which became a law on the 4th of 
March. It is estimated that there 
are ten milUonS of trade dollars 
held by the people) all of whioh 
will of course come in for redemp- 
tion. Many millions of them have 
been absorbed in the China trade, 
for whtch they were specially coin- 
ed, and will not be Returned for ex- 
change. — Capital.

"I think I was about as well brought up as 
most children, because I was let alone. My 
father was so bttsy, and my mother bad so many 
other children to look after, that, except here 
•nd there, I hardly camo under tbe parenul 
bandatalL I was bcougbtup In a New Eng- 
land village, and I knew where the sweet flag 
was, where the hickory trees were, where the 
chestnut trees were, where the sassafras trees 
were, where the sqnirreU wer--. where all those 
things were that boys enit^rpnse after; there- 
fore, I had a world of things to do; and so I did 
Mt eome much In oontaot with family govern- 
ment." 

His mother died when he was but throe years 
old. His devotion to lier iiieiiiory amounted to 
a passion In after years. In one sermon he said 
that no devout Catholic oversaw so much In the 
Virgin Mary as he had seen In bis mother, who 
hsd been a presence to bim ever since he could 
remember. He began his education In a little 
school kept by a Widow Kllboum, where the 
Idleness which generally prevailed was empha- 
sized by the recital of the alphabet twice doily. 
From here be went to the district school. 

At tbe age ot ten he was removed to the prl- 
Tate school of the Rev. Mr. Langdon, at Beth- 
Icheni. and was then sent to Hartford, where 
bl> sister wai the head of a young ladiea' sehool.

From Indianapolis, after 
eight years otboppy ministry, he was called to 
Plymouth Cburab, la Brooklyn. Be began hu 
pastoral duties In Orange atreet, Brooklyn, o« 
Sunday momtaf, October 10, IMT. 

Tbe church to which Ur. Beecher had been 
colled owed Its origin to two facti. In IdM there 
were but thirty nine ehurrhes in Brooklyn, a 
city then ofnearly sixty thousand Inhabitants, 
and of these ohurches but one was Congrego- 
gallonol. The need i f more societies ol this 
denomination was obvious, and was met by 
prompt action on the part of several prominent 
Christian gentlemen. 

Reports of the popularity and renown of Mr. 
Beecher. of Indianapolis, had already aroused 
Eastern Interest In the man and his prrnehlngs, 
and through the Influence ol his friend and ad- 
vocate, Mr. William P. Cutter, of New Y.irk, 
Mr. Beecher, who waa then In that city, was 
asked to preside at the openlnf of the new Con- 
gregational Church In Brooklyn. May 1*. Hff. 
Mr. Beecher's Jlscourse» pnuliicej a stnmg Im- 
prsesk>n upon his andlnue. aiel at a suluequent 
meeting In June, linr, at which the name of I'ly- 
moathOhorch was adopted, be was elected unan- 
imonsly by the society to the pastoraU, and on 
immediate Invitation was given him to assume 
the position. U March, 184», tbe pastor was ta- 
ken with a severe Illness, which confined bira to 
the house tor two months and disabled him 
from preaching until Sf-iiiemti r. nor did ho rts- 
covor bis fuU strength untU the winter. In 
Jnn« \m, the society, at lu own accord, gave 
him leave ot absence to visit Europe, and he 
did not return until Si-ptember. In 18M the so- 
ciety, at the request of a number of emineiit 
clergymen and oth'-rs, vote.l hlra a leave ot ab- 
sence to traverse the eountry In behalf of the 
couse of Liberty, then fell to be in peril. In 
June, 18M, the society requested him to revisit 
Europe fur htsbealth, wb'eb be did, returning la 
November. With these exceptions the pastor 
has labored »tea<llly at his post since l»t7, ot oil 
times other than the ren'ulor summer vscallon 
which lasts on the overage six weeks. 

Several Inducements were held ont to Mr. 
Beecher to leove Plymouth Church, but In voln. 
In I8TU Mr. Beecher was editor In chief and o 
prliinpal owner of the rAr/*//.m fnion. wl;leh 
was IboD rapidly Increasing its circulation and 
Influence. He hsd been formerly the editor of 
the ImlipenJnt o Journal of sluillar chonuster, 
tbe editorial chair of which he resigned la favor 
of Theodore mton. 

What Is known aa the Beecber-Tilton scondal 
Is siill frt sh In the mtnd of the newspaper 
reader Mr lieecher submitted the whole mat- 
ter to '.be luveatlgatlon ot a committee consltt- 
lafof some ot tbe most enlnent and respected 
members ot bis church and society. They re- 
purled uuiinimously, after giving Mr. TUton-a 
full he.irUii.' lhat the chaive was entirely false, 
and this report was unonlmoaidy adopted by the 
church uud congregation. 

Mr. lieecher s four children ore all grown up 
and married. His eldest son. Coluiicl Henry 
Ilarton Beecher, Is a well-known Insurance 
man In Brooklyn. Major WUIIom C. Beecher 
Is o lawyer, and the youngest, Herbert 
Ileceher. is Collector of Custo:ns at Port- 
load. Ore. Bis only daughter is married 
to 0 New Englond clergyman. Rev. Mr. 
Scovllle. Mr. Beecher spent ,b|s - sum- 
mers at his country home at Peekskltt, ou the 
Ilu 1- in Here his farm has one ot the rarest 
and llnest collections of trees and shrubs to be 
found on any private American dojnesnn. 

Mr. Beecher stood without a rival as a pulpit 
orator; he was an ardent lover of nature In oil 
her moods ; his theology embraced all sects ; he 
was a wonderful social ond political force when 
be chose to exercise his strength In these spheres 
bis style of oratory was dramatic, taut never tho- 
atrlcsd; bis iatnitlon wos rapid and accurate ; 
his analytic powers never took the direction ol 
abstractions; he was Intentnly practical ; his 
personal macnetlsm was large ; lltustretlnos by 
metaphors ;itid comparison earn e nsitiral to him. 
be had the keeneat sense ot taumnr; In a word, 
he was a giant among the Intellectual gtaau ol 
his day. 



ARMY DESERTERS. 

Reasons for the Kxteoslve Pereentage ol 
Desertion from Onr Avnay. 

Small 88 our army is, there U a moat 
excessive percpntnge of desertion from 
it, and tliis altliou^h the men are far 
better fed and paid than any soldiers in 
the world. The reasons for this state 
of affairs can be readily f<iund. A 
great number of men enlist for the pur- 
pose of being sent West, and then de- 
serting. This class is very large and 
exceeding hard to deal with, as it is 
next to impnuihle to apprehend thora. 
owinp to the gcnpral feeling through- 
out the monnt.iin ro^rions th;tt they 
have esciped fmrn a kind of slavery. 
Another elass liable to (ie^ort ri>n«i«t.i 
of young men of gnod fnmily who h.ivc 
become dissipated, and niili.<<t4>(i in n 
moment of despair. But the strangest 
olassf is that of the olii-diiio deserters. 
These men enlist, desi rt, then en- 
list apiin. The recruitincr ,iiVn-e is niif 
of the licHt plaees In wliii-li to a|iprelii<iiil 
(lesertei's. Not iiifii'i|iieiill_v iiii'ii fjivi 
tlieuiselves up, jirefei riii;; to so| ve ihcli 
sentenc" In tlie iiiillt:iry pris ii and 
live in pe^iee. I lie:iicl siii-li ;i iii:in «iiy 
that ;iftcr he h;iil ileserleil, In; eiiiild nut 
see three men t.ilkliig togctlier M'ithoiit 
suspoctitig that they tvere about to give 
him up to the Government and sceure 
the thirty dollars reward. One of the 
most amusing incidents of my life was 
when a man oaine to my olllce, an- 
nounced himsolf as a descrtcnand wish- 
ed to be sent to prison. I tuld him that 
the boat for the Island was Juat on the 
point of leaving, and that if we could 
catch it the commanding officer would 
probably be good enough to place him 
in confinement. He waited to hear no 
more, but rushed down the hill at full 
speed and by great exertions succeeded 
in getting on board the boat which wii» 
to carry him to prison. The cause of 
tills strange ]>erfi>rmance was a desire 
to serure mrdiesi attendance free 
of charge.

DHenry Ward Becchrr, who. twu years ogo.wat 
pronounced by GlaUttone one of the live truly 
great men Uring, the other tour being, according 
to the grand old man, Vlotor Bugo, V. S. Orant, 
Blimarck and Darwin, wat bom at Litchfield, 
Conn.. June M, 1813, the eighth child of Lyman 
and Roxana Foote Beecher. The convergence 
of two long lines of sturdy New England ancet- 
try it represented by the unloa of these names. 
Ofhit ohildhood period Mr. Beecher hlmteU 
■ays in hit cbarocterittlc way, 

"I think I was about at well bronght np at 
most children, because I was let alone. My 
father was so busy, and my moihor had *o many 
other children to look after, that, except here 
and there, I hardly camo under the parental 
hand at alL I wat brought up In a New Eng- 
land riliage, and I knew where the tweet flag 
wat, where the hickory trcet were, where the 
chestnut trees were, where the taasafras trees 
were, whcri' tho squirrels wore, whore all those 
things wi.'rt! ttiat txiys enterprise after; there- 
fore. I had a world of things to do; and to I did 
not come much In contact with family govern- 
ment." 

His mother died when he was but three years 
old. His ilcvotion to her memory aniountr.l to 
a passion in after years. In one sermou be said 
that BO devout Catholio aver taw to much In the 
Virgin Mary at he had seen in hit mother, who 
had been a pretence to him ever tince he could 
remember. Be began hit education in a little 
■chool kept by a Widow Kllboum, where the 
Idlenets which generally prevailed waa empha- 
alied by the recital of the alphabet twice dally.

There he 
wat luder the special care of a genial, manly 
young teacher, between whom and the boy a 
firm frlendihip was compacted. Under the in- 
■traction of this Mr, Fitzgerald he made 
good progress In mathematics, and the 
dUBcnltiet in his voire, Ita indistinctness and 
tbieknets, wrre removed In a great measure, by 
• eonrse of elocution under Prof. J. K. Lovell. 
Be Joined his father's cbureh In Boston, when 
hit dreams of naval ambition were merged into 
aspirations to enter the ministry. Two years of 
happinets at Mt. Pleasant followed.

Uep,irts of the popularity and renown of Mr. 
Hi ei-hcr, or ladianapolls. bad alreailj aroused 
Ea,stem Inten'st In the man and hit preaching*, 
and through the influence of his friend and ad- 
vocate, Mr. William P. Cu««r, of New York, 
Mr. Beecher, who wat then In that city, waa 
atked to pcaslde at tha opanlag of the new Con- 
gregational Church In Brooklyn, May M, IMT. 
Mr. Heerher't discourse, produced a strong Im- 
preatlon upon his audlem-c. au J at a subseijuent 
meeting in June, iMT, at which the name of Ply- 
Bsonth Oknah was adopted, be wat elected unaa- 
laipnaly by tha'sbelety to the pastorate, and an 
ImmedlMeinTitotlon was given him to attume 
the potltloo. In March, 1M«. tbe patter wat ta- 
ken with a severe Illness, which confined him to 
the boose for tw{> months and distbled bim 
from preaohlag until S' pi '':ii:i r, nor did he n*- 
oover his full ttrength unlU the winter. In 
Jnne, 18M, the toelaly. aC lU own aoeord. gave 
him leave of abienoa to irttll Europe, and he 
did not return until Septi>mber In ISMIheto- 
clety, at the request of a nntnbcr of emlneiit 
clergymen and othert, voted hlra a leave of ab- 
sence to trsverse the country In behalf of the 
cause of Liberty, then fell to be in peni. In 
June, IMS, the soelety requested him to revitit 
Europ* for hit health, which he did, retumlngtn 
Ncvombeh With thete exceptlont the pastor 
hat labored tteatlily at his post since I'M?, at all 
times other than the regular summer vacation 
which lattt on the average tlx weekt. 

Several Induo^metits iirer» hekl out to Mr. 
Beeeher to leave Plymonth Church, but In vain 
In IKTU Mr Deecker was editor In chief tn 1 a 
principal owner of the rAr/*/i'<ia I'niun, wt 'i-h 
w-as then rapidly Increasing its cln-ulatl'in and 
influence. lie had be»-u fonnc-iy the editor of 
the /m/<;ji»n'/*'n/ a Journal of sluitlar charat'ter. 
the editorial chair of which he retlgned In favor 
of Theodore Til ton. 

What Is knowo at the Beecber-Tllton loandal 
Is still fn'sh In the mind of the ne»spap*.'r 
reader. Mr Beecher sublultted the whole mat- 
ter to '.he Investigation of a committee consist- 
ing of tome of the most eminent and respected 
memben of hit ehbrch and toelety. They re- 
ported unanimously, after giving Mr. Ttlton:a 
full hearing, that the charge was ctiiirelv false, 
and thit report wat uuauimuusly aJuptod by the 
chureh and eongregatlun. 

Mr. BMsher's four children are all grown up 
BBd mantad. Bis eldest son. Colonel Henry 
Barton Beecher, ia a well-known intnrance 
man in Brooklyn. Major William C. Beecher 
It a lawyer, and the yoiingest. Herbert 
Hoechi'r. is Collector of Cusio:iis at Port- 
land, Oro. His only daughter Is married 
to a New England clergyman, Rev. Mr, 
Scovllle. Mr. Beecher spent hit sum- 
men at his country home at Pocksklll, on tha 
Budson. Here his farm has one of the rarest 
and finest collections of trees and shrubs to ba 
found on any private American il-m-sne. 

Mr. Beecher stood without a rival as a palpit 
orator; he was an ardent lover of nature in all 
her moods ; his theology embraced all sects ; be 
wat a wonderful social and political force when 
he chose to exercise his strength In these spheres 
his style of orat.iry was dr;mia:to. hui nevertbe- 
atrical; his latultion was rapid iand accurate; 
his analytic powen never took the direction of 
abstractions ; he wat Intensely practical ; his 
personal matnietlsm waslargt-. illustrations by 
metaphors and i-onip:iri-.in cam" nsr iral to him ; 
he bad the keenest sense of humor. In a word, 
be was a giant among the intellectual giants ol 
hladay.
